(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To improve operability and 
also to avoid making the display of a memory dial 
complicated, beforehand in setting an incoming rejection 
telephone number: 

SOLUTION: When 'setting based on an incoming history' 
is selected as a setting method for setting an incoming 
rejection telephone number ('YES' in step S2). a control 
part waits for a prescribed telephone number to be 
selected from among telephone numbers stored as an 
incoming history (step S7). When the prescribed 
telephone number is selected ('YES' in a step S8), the 
control part store the selected prescribed telephone 
number as an incoming rejection telephone number in an 
incoming rejection data storing part and sets the 
prescribed telephone number as an incoming rejection 
telephone number (step 86). The prescribed telephone 
number which is set as an incoming telephone number 
does not have to be registered in a memory dial, and the 
incoming rejection telephone number can be set.

[Field of the Invention] 

The present invention relates to a communication apparatus, such as a cellular 
phone apparatus, which has a function of rejecting an incoming call.

[Means for solving the problems] 

According to the communication apparatus of claim 1, the control means sets a 
prescribed telephone number as an incoming rejection telephone number by way of 
storing the prescribed telephone number stored in the telephone number storing means 
as storing information different from a memory dial, in the incoming rejection telephone 
number storing means as an incoming rejection telephone number being an object of 
incoming rejection.

That is, according to the above communication apparatus, when a prescribed 
telephone number to be set as an incoming rejection telephone number is stored in the 
telephone number storing means, it is possible for a user to directly set the prescribed 
telephone number as an incoming rejection telephone number, by way of storing the 
prescribed telephone number in the incoming rejection telephone number storing means. 
Therefore, at the time of setting a prescribed telephone number as an incoming rejection 
telephone number, it is not necessary to temporarily register the prescribed telephone 
number as a memory dial, which is different from the conventional case and can 
enhance the operability.

According to the communication apparatus of claim 2, the telephone number 
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storing means is composed of an incoming call history storing means which can store 
telephone numbers received before as an incoming call history. 

That is, according to the above communication apparatus, when a prescribed 
telephone number to be set as an incoming rejection telephone number is stored in the 
incoming call history storing means as an incoming call history, it is possible for a user 
to directly set the prescribed telephone number as an incoming rejection telephone 
number, by way of storing the prescribed telephone number, stored as the incoming call 
history, in the incoming rejection telephone number storing means. Therefore, at the 
time of setting a prescribed telephone number, which is stored as an incoming call 
history as stated above, as an incoming rejection telephone number, it is possible to 
enhance the operability, to avoid having a complicated display of the memory dial, and 
to effectively use the memory area of the memory dial. 
[0010] 

According to the communication apparatus of claim 3, the telephone number 
storing means is composed of an outgoing call history storing means which can store 
telephone numbers sent before as an outgoing call history. 

That is, according to the above communication apparatus, when a prescribed 
telephone number to be set as an incoming rejection telephone number is stored in the 
outgoing call history storing means as an outgoing call history, it is possible for a user to 
directly set the prescribed telephone number as an incoming rejection telephone 
number, by way of storing the prescribed telephone number, stored as the outgoing call 
history, in the incoming rejection telephone number storing means. Therefore, at the 
time of setting a prescribed telephone number, which is stored as an outgoing call 
history as stated above, as an incoming rejection telephone number, it is possible to 
enhance the operability, to avoid having a complicated display of the memory dial, and 
to effectively use the memory area of the memory dial.

According to the present Embodiment, it is composed of setting methods* "set-up 
based on an incoming call history", being corresponding to the present invention, "'set- 
up based on an outgoing call historj^' and "set-up based on a direct input", and the 
setting method* "set-up based on a memory dial", being corresponding to the 
conventional art. Therefore, it is possible to enhance the availability by performing a 
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selection from these setting methods depending upon a use state. 
[0046] 

That is, in the case of expecting displaying a prescribed telephone number to be set 
as an incoming rejection telephone number, as a memory dial, at the time of setting the 
prescribed telephone number as an incoming rejection telephone number, it is possible 
to display the prescribed telephone number as a memory dial, by selecting the "set-up 
based on a memory dial". On the other hand, in the case of not expecting displaying a 
prescribed telephone number to be set as an incoming rejection telephone number, as a 
memory dial, at the time of setting the prescribed telephone number as an incoming 
rejection telephone number, it is possible not to display the prescribed telephone 
number as a memory dial, by selecting other than the "set-up based on a memory dial". 
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
